Another reason for Nasir’a vindietive ajfctitude tovard Lebanon is 

the presenee there at Amin ai^mavnl. Orand jfafti of R aleetine. 

Al-Httaayni ia an inffiratlal Arab leader vbo fougbt tbe Bftttlb VB - 
the Zionists for 30 years In Palestine. He lived in Egypt before 
Nasir's regime. Vben tbe dietator eame to pover he trled to exploit 
him for furtbering hia ovn prestige. The Mufti refused, so Naair suapended 
all finaneial support to him and plaeed hio under eonat&nt surveillAnoe» 
The Cairo press tben eoneentrated attaeks òn him vith a viev to easting 
4oubts on hia integrity. Wben tbe Arab experte eonferenee vaa taeld 
in Lebanon, the Mufti asked Nasir for permission to go to Damaseos, 

thenee nanag ed to eross Into Lebanon. Ever slnee, the Mofti has 
been vaming the Paleatlnlana ln Lebanon aga i nat Nasir'é dàsi^nS^md 
hla speeial brand of Arab natlonallsm. Tbere have been tvo abortive 
attempts on his llfe by Nasir's agents in Lebanon.

To tbvart lnterferenee In the eleetions by Eg> ^tian intelligenee, 
the Lebanese interior ninister, a fortaer supporter of the dietator, 
has prohiblted the display of Basir's portralt beslde those 
of his eandldates. Until very reeently Lebanon vaa divlded betveen 
pro-Naa ir and anti-Naslr eleoentfl, but nov tbe situatlon has ehanged. 

Tbe preaent eleetions are being fotight on tbe baals of dooestie 
issuet. Tba leaders in Lebanon have eooe to realize that Nasir 
vanted to use tbea to occupy Lebanon and tben dooinate Jordan and 
Iraq. Tbe Maronlte patriareh, vbo vields innense infloenee in Lebanon, 
ìm* vitbdzavn hla support for Naslr.

(Smnnary) The Lebanese teourlty aathorlties héfve reeently uncovered a 
gang engaged In esplonage, sabotage, and miirrfer. One of Its prineipal aims 
waa the assasslnatlon of Ha i Amln aÌ-Hasaynl, Mufti of Paleetine, who fled 
the terrorist regtme in^Egypt and soaghi refuge ill MnRDRT TRTs gang was 
under orders to lnfiltrade Labanese partles, organiaations, and trade uniono 
and its datíea included the publtoation of books and speolfio artioles in 
fìeirut papers* The authorities arrested Kamil Ulmer, Hasan Nashshar, and 
Husni al-Ylislf and brought them for trial before the mllitary investigatlon 
magistrate in Beirut. The security authoritles have proof that the gang 
had forged reglsters and eeals to provide its meobers with tdenttty eards 
under false names, 

The Lebanese pepers reported that a major Arab state had sponsored thls 
gang. Although no country bes mentloned by name, responsibílity for this 
network falls unquestionably on the Itoited Arab Republic, or eare preolsely, 
on Naslr. At the gang's headquarterj the autborities have seised reoording 
maehines and reoorded eonversattons of oertatn envoys, together lith other 
doouments that oould bave revived tbe dlsturbances In Lebanon If they were 
erplotted. The Lebanese papers also blamed most of the tnoidents tn Lebanon 
on thts dangerous neteork, whlch aeted on direetives from Nastr and hls 
agent tn Damascua, Abd al-Kaold aà-Serraj. The gang had ataged the 
ahoot'ng on the ear of former premler Saml afl-Suih and exp!oded a bomb 
among a church gatherlng In the Al-Ashrafiyah quarter of fìetrut, whtoh 
resulted ln threo persons ktlled and 93 wounded. The gathering lnolu4ed 
the premier and the Karonlte patrlareh. Tbe banb was Intended to spark 
an InterraAlal war betveen Ohtlstlans and Moslems In Lebanon. 

In 1958 Nastr fom«ited the distiirbanees In Lebsnon and fed it wlth millions 
of pounds at the expense of his impoverished people, wlth seeret broedoasts, 
seditious leaflets, and bombs. Ha is tbe only person who benefits fram the 
return of unrest to Lsbanon. Nasir, who dreams of setting up an Arab 
empire, sees in Lnbanon a stumbling bloek in the way of extendlng hls 
dominatlon to Iraq and Saudi Arabia. Thanks to the ioyalty of its people, 
Lebanon survived the 1958 ordeal and its newly formed government has proved 
a diaappointment to Nasir's hopes of subservlence. A prosperous and free 
Lebanon oannot but cause anxiety to Nasir, tbo oonsiderj it a thom ta hls 
slde. Hoeever, Lebanon wlll stand farever aa a rook oo whioh Nasir's 
lntrigues wiU be dasbed. 
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
